WHY TH 
SSOUR 
TRIKE? 


Over twenty years ago, the Congress of the 


United States passed the Railway Labor Act. 


It was hailed by union leaders as a model 


for the settlement of labor disputes. 


T 
h e l e a d e r s of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Firemen and Enginemen, 
Order of Railway Conductors, and the 
Brotherhood of Railroad T rainmen on the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad have refused to 
avail themselves of the peaceful means 
provided by this Act for settling their dis­ 
putes. They insist that they be the sole 
umpire of their own disputes over the 
meaning of contracts. 


There is no Seed for Strikes 


With all of the available methods for the 
interpretation of contracts, there is no 
need for a strike or even a threat of a 
strike, but the leaders of these railroad 
unions have ignored the ordinary pro­ 
cedures established by law and insist upon 
imposing their own interpretations of their 
contracts by means of a strike. 
The wheels have stopped rolling on the 
Missouri Pacific. They may stop rolling 
on other railroads at any time. Recently 
the Wabash Railroad was forced to dis­ 
continue operation for several days under 
similar circumstances. 


President Truman's Board 
Condemns Strike 


There is an established legal method for 
handling disputes involving existing writ­ 
ten contracts—just as there is such a 
method of settling any contract dispute 
which you may have in your daily life. 
The President of the United States ap­ 
pointed a Fact Finding Board to investi­ 
gate and adjust the Missouri Pacific dis­ 
pute.

is suit was brought under the anti trust laws. Fhese are good laws. They were 
passed about fifty years ago to prevent any company, or any group of companies, 
from getting a monopoly in a field and then raising prices to the public. 


A &P has never done any of these things. 


Nobody has ever shown that we have anything even approaching a monopoly 
of the food business anywhere. A 
every housewife knows, the retail grocery 
business is the most competitive in the country and we do or.lv a small part of it. 


Nobody has ever said we charged too high prices— just the opposite. Tnis 
whole attack rises out of the fact that we sell good food too cheap. We would 
not have had any of this trouble ii, instead of lowering prices, we had raised 
them and pocketed the difference.
